“.\s a matter of course we SiKialisls favor municijial owmership, but 
only as a jiart of Uje general |irngr.iiii of eolbvtive ownership, municipal, 
.state ami national, of all jiiiblic utilities. Then again, in the Boeialist 
j'rograni eveiy steji that ia taken in the conquest of the imblic flowers by 
the ballot and in the eiilargemeiil of the circle of public ownership, it 
useil to Its fiillc-t extent in Ismefiting the ooiidiliou of the workers, so 
that municipal onncrsliiji of a jnihlic utility under a Socialist rwime 
will mean its ojUTation primarily in the interest and for the henent of 
the workers therein enijdoyed. .\mong their lienefits arc the shortening 
of the workday, the inijiroveiiient of working conditions and the applica¬ 
tion of all profits, over and alaive the cost of maintaining the plant in an 
adranecsl slate of etiicienev, to iinpniving the conditions and advancing 
the material welfare of the workers. 

“'I'here IS no ihniht that the prisw-nt mntiieinar ownership movement 
ha* received it* greatest imjietiiH fniin Uie spjialling political comtption 
that soaudalized our lea'ding .Xmeriean cities during the jiast few .vears, 
and traceahle, imdeniably, to the jirivate ownership of public utilitiee and 
their ojieration for private p'ltifif instead of their public ownership and 
their ojieration for the gvsxl of the jxsiple. 

“TIh' eanm ddplnrahle state of affairs has developed in every great 
mctrojKilis of the nation, and from this has sprung the demand for pub¬ 
lic ownership. The Socialists, seeing this tendency, the importance of 
which is coneevlcd, call attention to the greater evil of the private owner¬ 
ship Ilf the still greater utilities of the nation. If private ownership of 
municijial utHitiee is jiroductive of nmnieijial corruption, thou it followa 
logieally that private ownership of national utilities ii prodnetive of 
national corruption. It is a fact not to he gainsaid tliat every comiptor 
of the.liody jiolitic is the owner or agent of the owner of some publia 
Utility. No one has ever licnni of a workingman bribing a legislator or 
corrupting a court. 

“.Xll these qwwtions are now up for consideration, and while there if 
wide differenro ammig the jieople there ie not the eiightest doubt hot 
that they will all l>e settled in good time in the interest of eelf-nile and 
_ a higher social order. The working class is being rapidly converted to 
' .Socialism. They have everything to gain and nothing to lose by it. On. 
tha other hand the cspitalista ora at war among tiiaii^*«i^,tba. lari{er 
driving the smaller from the field, tha trusts and ayndMatea elimitiating 
competition, all of which simply means that the capitalist ayatam is ntn« 
ning its hiatorie course, and when its development is completed deteriora¬ 
tion will set in, amt in dne time it will follow feudalism, from which it 
sjirang. to the cemutcry of the past, to make room for another aoeial 
adjustment more compatible with the present and future need* of th# 
race. 

“The sooner the trusts have exploited the nation and diapoasaasod 
the people,‘the sooner will the peopm dispaaaeia the trusts and oomc-^ 
their own. It ia a matter of industrial and social eroIuHon which the 
Soeialifts lM>lirre can be intelligently guided and to some astont wc- 
celerated. primarily in the interest of the working rlasses and nltimaiely 
in the interest of all hnnumity. Municipal ownership of public utilities 
nisans little or nothing to the per nie so lonjt as the national govamroent 
is in the eon'rol of the corporations and trusts, coiisiating of the larger 
capitalists who own the national rroourcea and the meone of praducii^ 
and ara therefore in a fioailion to O

emraent and virlnUlly control the wys^sa-jxr' 

destiny of Uie .ircojile. ^
